IN UNION 

l iistory of Famous Jewish 
Education Question 
Clearly Expounded 

Tiie legal iiKpent aiul e.xplaniitioii of 
till- iccniit decision Of Ihe I'rlvy Coun- 
cil in connection with the .lewlsh 
School Cnsa which for the past few 
mniiths has held tho attention of en- 
tire .lewry and liie ^'cneral i.iibl;.-. -.vas 
presented yesterday by Peter Berco- 
vll..!i K.C., M,L.A., at the meeting of 
tli; .Maccabaean Circle which was at- 
tended by one of the largest audiences 
111 the hi.ilnry of tho itilrcle. 

In opening his address, Mr. Berco- 
vltch stated that ho felt that It w.ts 
most fitting that hl.i public utterance.s 
concerning the nuestton should !>'■ 
made befor" the Maccabaenii Circle 
which was probably more Interested 
In the m.atlcr than any other class in 
tho community. 

The speaker b:-pan his addres.i by 
Riving a liistory ot ihi riucstion from 
its Inception. In ISCT when the British 
North America Act was passed, sec- 
tion 03 ot the act gave power to leg- 
islate on mnttîrs of education to each 
province. The first paragraph of this 
.«ectioii of the act stated that nothing 
in such laws as may be passed shall 
prejudlcally affect the right.! of the 
various parties then connected with 
the oducaiioii of their children. In 1903 
as iL result of .a casj arisln? out of 
the matter ot education. Justice Da- 
vidson of tho Supreme Court laid 
dow-n tho principle that unless Jews 
paid their ta.\es Into the Protestant 
piinel, they had no rights in the 
Protestant schools. As a result of tills 
il?<dsion, tho Jewish people thought 
It advisable to enter Into an agreement 
with the Protestant Board of School 
Commissioners to define tho rights of 
.lowi.sh children In the protestant 
schools. Tho agreement which was 
renchod was given the force of law In 
Iltns. It was this net, which has been 
culled tho Magna Chnrth of the .Tow- 
Ish children, tiiat w.t.i to.itea in the 
law courts. Ity the act the Jews were 
civen the status ot I'rotestants for 
purposes ot eilncnlion. It was this 
socllon dealing with this that was 
mnlnly tried before the courts. Under 
Ihl.H seeduii the Jewish peopie thought 
licit they w.re entitled lo ropresena- 
tlon oil the rrotcstant Hoard, The 
I'rnleslant Hoard retitsed to admit 
this. About IflOii, a fairly strong agi- 
lullon started and representations

French, Latin, Spani.sh, and to a certain extent English Germ.m, 
may all come from the one Latin toncuf, but all arc different from the Latin 
aad from each other. The French is more dainty and complicated than the 
Italian, but It is not in the same rlasf a.« Italian, as a singing tongue- Ger- 
many and Britain both had many languages to select their tongues from, and 
they borrowed mos; from the sources that most closely apprcsimated their 
developing character.
